$ HISTORY REPEATS 

Two years ago some millions of people 
in Canada and the United States were be- 
rating their own lack of foresight because 
they had not bought stocks a couple of 
years before when these were cheap. And 
likely enough two years hence millions of 
the same people will be again mentally 
kicking themselves because they did not 
buy stocks in 1931 when these were again 
cheap. 


In their wildest dreams of:two years, 


ago the mourners over lost opportunities 
can hardly have hoped to see the day 
when standard securities, paying regular 
dividends in normal times, would sell for 
as little money as they demand today. If 
the then accepted scale of values was 
based on reason, the present price list 
looks like the poster of a bankrupt sale. 


may have made, if any, the German scien- 
tists who soared more than nine miles 
from the earth in a balloon and returned 
alive accomplished a remarkable feat. 
They got 12,000 feet farther from the 
ground than anyone had been before. 

One practical consideration suggests 
itself, If balloons can float about at that 
height with living men aboard in peace 
time, they could do so in time of war. At 
that altitude they would be immune from 
any known means of defence, and could 
“unload” their bombs while the supply 
lasted without interference. 

Incidentally the bombs would land 
wherever chance might determine. There 
would be no such thing as accuracy 
in a bombardment from such an altitude. 
Regardless of the will of the airmen, the 
explosives would be quite as likely to land 
in a populous city as in a fighting line or 
on a fort, 

Progress in navigation of the air is 
eliminating the distinction that has pre- 
vailed between fighting zones and safety 
zones. There are hereafter no safety 
zones. Should another war occur a soldier 
in the front line trench may be safer than 
a civilian a hundred miles behind the 
trench. 


FIVE YEARS LONG ENOUGH

instead of ten years, as provided in the 
bill creating the commission, While their 
objections cannot prevail in a House in 
which they are out-numbered two to one, 
there is reason in the objection and it will 
have the approval of those who are cap- 
able of taking a detached view of the 
tariff question. 

The commission will have, of course, 
no legislating power. It will be a fact- 
finding body only, functioning as a con- 
Sultative board. But a fact-finding body 
sometimes finds only the facts it looks 
for, and is curiously blind to other import- 
ant facts it does not want to see. 

It may be that the men to be chosen 
for this commission will be meff who have 
no opinions or prejudices on the tariff 
issue, but that is not likely, To meet that 
requirement they would have to be drafted 
from the lunatic asylums, 

Appointing commissioners for a ten 
year term looks like an attempt to per- 
petuate the tariff ideas of the present 

zovernment, which may be turned out of 
office long before that time. Should the 
public three or four years hence see fit 
to change their government, and the tariff 
policy of the country, there should be no 
body of appointed officials barring the 
way and able to hamper and thwart the 
public will for years. 

A five year term is quite as long as 
necessary to guarantee that the existing 
Government shall have sympathetic advice 
from the board. Should a_ different 
government come into power at the next 
election it, too, should be free to appoint 
commissioners who share its tariff views, 


WORK, NOT CHARITY 
Unemployed men want work, not char- 
ity; in a majority so large that the excep- 
tions only serve to emphasize its propor- 
tions. And it is in every way better that 
men he given a chance to earn a living 
for themselves and their families than 


that they be given money or the equiva- 
lent of money without having to work for 
it. The one course preserves self-respect; 
the other kills it. 

It is better, too, that men should live 
“on their own,” and where and how they 
please, rather than that they should be 
treated as wards of the city, housed in 
municipal bunkhouses and fed at munici- 
pal kitchens. The less fussing and regu- 
lating is associated with relief efforts, the 
less will be needed in future. Relief mea- 
sures only pave the way for more relief 
measures when they destroy the self-re- 
liance of those whom it is sought to help. 

In whatever plans are worked out for 
dealing with unemployment in Edmonton 
during the summer, it is to be hoped the 
idea will be to give men a chance to help 
themselves; and that official interest in 
the matter will cease at that point. The 
city does its duty when a single man 
is offered the chance to earn enough to 
pay for meals and a bed, and a married 
man a chance to earn enough to buy ac- 
tual necessities for his family. Beyond 
that there should be no inclination to in- 
terfere with the habits and liberty of the 
party concerned. 

In handling a serious unemployment 
situation it may not be possible to apply 
absolutely the principle of “nothing for 
nothing.”” But the closer that ideal can 
be approached the better for all concerned. 
If men can be made to feel that they are 
giving a fair return in work for the as- 
sistance given to them, and.are allowed to 
regulate their goings and comings as other 
men do, their self-respect and self-reliance 
will be saved. It is more important to pre- 
serve those characteristics in some hun- 
dreds of residents of the city than it is to 
save a few dollars at the cost of destroy- 
ing them.

years, and on the morning after the 
lecture he threw it away and bn 
never needed it since, He said tha 
while pondering the words of the lec- 
ture he gained such a clear under- 
standing of the truth that all sense 
of any reality in this physical condi- 


tion was wiped out of thought and he | 


found himself free. He proved that in 
Christian Science one can find the 
solution to his human problems, And 
why not, since Jesus sald: “For 
every one that asketh receiveth; and 
he that seeketh findeth; and to him 


that knocketh it shall be opened.” | 


(Matt, 7, 8.) 

As is generally known, Mrs. Eddy, 
the Discoverer and Founder of 
Christian Science, in establishing the 
many activities of her Church, The 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, in 
Boston, Massachusetts, which is 


known as the Mother Church, pro- | 


vided for a Board of Lectureship who 
were to take the message of Christian 
Science all over the world, It is my 
privilege to introduce to you a mem- 
ber of this Board of Lectureship, Mr, 
Charles B, Jarvis, of Los Angeles, 
California, 

Mr, Jarvis spoke as follows; 

Just one hundred years ago a school

‘Therefore, if God had intended that 
men should travel through space at 
the frightful speed of 15 miles an 
hour, He surely would have indicated 
it in His holy word, 

Tn 1861, & man was arrested in New 
York City for attempting to promote 
an alleged invention called the tele- 
phone by means of which it was pro- 
posed to transmit the human voice 
over metallic wires 

But railroads and the telephone, to 
tay nothing of innumerate other de- 
Vices, which were regarded at first 
as wholly revolutionary and imprac- 
tical, have slowly and irresistibly com- 


pelled universal recognition and 
adoption because of overwhelming | 
proof of their practical utility, Any 


one of these contributions to human 
welfare might have appeared at any 


earlier period, had the basic laws 
underlying these inventions been 
understood, Nevertholess, these in- 


ventions did hot make their appear- 
ance until human thought head ad- 
vanced to the point of receptivity, 
until it was prepared through the 
natural processes of education and 


evolution to overcagne the skepticism | 


and prefudice with which it has in- 
variably greeted every new idea, It 
would be difficult indeed to recall a 
single instance where a new devics or 
4 process, however worthy, has not, at 
the very outset, met with some degree 
of opposition and resistance, 

This applies with full force to the 
Christian Science movement. Just u 
little more than 60 years ago, Mary 
Baker Eddy, a gentle, refined, New 
England woman, proclaimed to the 
world that she had discovered the di- 
Vine law by means of which Jesus the 
Christ healed sin and sickness, and 
overcame death, that she had tested 
and successfully proved the present- 


day utility of this law, not only for | 


herself but for others as well, and that 
she termed her discovery Christlan 
Science, Think you that the world 
greeted this announcement with Joy, 
or that humanity rushed enthusias- 
tically to cecept or even investigate 
the claims of this new religion? No; 
many of you in this room recall the 
days when Christian Science was re- 
garded 45 not alone heretical and un- 
Christian, but actually dangerous, op- 
posed to public welfare, and some- 
thing to be avoided, Christian Science 
has won its way gradually and per- 
slstently In the face of almost incon- 
celvable forms of opposition, misrepre- 
sentation, detraction and defamation 
of both its revered Discoverer and 
Founder and the teachings she pro- 
mulgated, Today Christian Science is 
regarded as something more than just 
another religious creed. It has sur 
Vived the infallible test of Jesus—-"By 
their fruits ye shall know therm.” Were 
it not for the healing of mind and 
body as the result of the operation of 
thls law of God successfully demon- 
strated during all these years, Chris- 
tlan Science might be but another 
sect or creed to bs added to the many 
doctrines or denominations into which 
men have attempted to divide Ohris- 
tianity, 


SIGNIFICANT PROGRESS 


But, we are witnessing today an en- 
couraging condition in the religious 
world, There is a growing tendency 
on the part of some, at least, of the 
more than one hundred Protestant de- 
nominations to put aside their com- 
paratively slight doctrinal differences 
and unite on the common ground of 
worshiping one infinite God and His 
Christ, In the midst of these broad- 
ening tendencies Christian Science 1s 
rapidly being recognized for what it 
is—a practical, demonstrable Christian 
religion, The right hand of fellowship 
and recognition is being extended to 
Christian Belence by those denomina- 
tions some of whose representatives 
were heretofore given to opposition 
and violent denunciation, Of course, 
this opposition was due largely to ig- 
norance of what Christian Science 
really teaches, and the fact that these 
teachings are based wholly upon the 
words and works of Jesus the Christ, 
of the sposties and prophets, as set 
forth in the Bible, In many instances, 
we are glad to say, these same in- 
dividuals have overcome théir prej- 
udices and have become not only 
tolerant and respectiful, but often 
quite neighborly, It is by no means 
an uncommon — thi: today for a 
Christian Science lecture to be given 
in the chureh of another denomina- 
tion, whereas only a few years ago 
such an event was practically un- 
heard of, 

When we pause to contemplate the 
enormous strides the world has made 
by way of emancipation from drudg- 
ery and privation as the result of 
human inventions, likewise when we 
consider the freedom from sickness, 
disease, sin, sorrow, and discourage- 
ment resulting from the successful 
application of God's unerring law ce 
ex'mplified in the teachings of

TEACHINGS UNIQUE 

Webster's dictionary defines Chris- 
tian Beience as “a system of healing 
disease of mird and body which 
teachos that all cause and effect is 
mental, and that sin, sickness, and 


understanding of the Divine Principle 
of Jesus’ teaching and healing, The 
system was founded by Mary Baker | 
Eddy of Concord, New Hampshire, in| 
1866, and bases its teaching on the 
scriptures as ‘understood by its ad-| 
herents,” There, in the fewest possible 
words, is a comprehensive definition 
of the most important teaching con- | 
cerning the lives and welfare of the | 
human race that has unfolded since | 
the days of Christ Jesus, 

It is to be observed that in the 
definition just given there is no 
reference to hypnotism, mesmerism, 
spiritualism, theosophy, or, in short, 
to any of the various other beliefs 
| which, in fact, have nothing in com- 
mon with Christian Science, Please 
understand that Christian Science has 
no quarre] with or criticism of those | 
who embrace these systems. Every 
! individual possesses the right to think | 
for himself, That which makes Chris- 
tan Science unique in the field of | 
metaphysics and which distinguishes 
it from all other Christian religions | 


solute reliance upon God alone for the 
healing of every form of discord, 
physical as well as moral and mental, 
Christlan Science does not compro- 
| mise with drugs, medicine, or material 
systems of healing, but recomplishes | 
its results upon the literal acceptance 
of God's word as it appears in the first 
chapter of Genesis: “And God said, 
Let us make man in our image, after 
our Hkeness; and let them have do- | 
minion over the fish of the sea, and | 
over the fowl of the air, and over the | 
cattle, and over all the earth, and over 
every creeping thing that creepeth 
upon the earth, 80 God created man 
in his own image, in the image of 
God created he him; male and female 
created he them.” 

All professing Christians will agree 
with the deolaration of Jesus that 
“God is a Spirit: and they that wor- | 
ship him must worship him in spirit | 
and in truth,” It therefore does not 
require any intricate or elaborate 
process of analysis to reach the logical 
conclusion that if man is made in 
the image and likeness of God, man 
must be the reflection of God as 
Spirit. In other words, that which is | 
reflected must be like that which it 
reflects, just as a reflection in a 
mirror delineates every feature and 
detail of the original. In like manner, 
as man reflects the qualities and attri- 
| butes of God, Spirit, man in reality 
|} must be spiritual and not material, 


Certainly matter is not, cannot be, the | 
reflection of Spirit, nor can the! 
|} material body, which is said to be 
composed of chemical elements, be | 


the product of anything but material 
theory, Therefore, in ord«r to under- 
stand the operation of Christian 
Setence or spiritual law iy human | 
consciousness, we must replace our | 
faulty, erroneous concept of God as a | 
person or a magnifird human being | 
| by a right understanding of Him, a| 
workable, demonstrable understanding | 
of Him as Spirit, divine Principle, 
Every now and then we hear of the 
discovery of some lost or forgotten, 
but almost priceless painting, « 
product of one of the old masters | 
which has remained unrecognized for | 
years because some subsequent artist | 
belng in need of @ canvas, and ig- 
norant of the value of the original, 
appropriated it whereon to delineate | 
an entirely different subject, Event- | 
ually, someone familar with originals 
is led to investigate the picture, As/| 
the various accumulated coats of 
varnish and pigment are little by little 
removed, the precious masterpiece 


gradually takes form until its original 
character and beauty is finally re-| 
vealed, 


Christian Science operates from the | 
basis that each one of us, in our true 
| selfhood, is an original masterpiece | 
of God's perfect handiwork, Right | 
where Christian Science finds us-— 
right where we overcome our false | 
prejudice and reach out to God for 
deliverance--the restorative process | 
begins, It makes not the slightest 
difference how badly, at the moment, 
our real self may be defaced or ob- 
scured by thick coatings of sin, disease, | 
despair, poverty, self-pity, and the 
like, with all of their crude and un- 
lovely outlines, Little by little, by 
means of the persistent application of 
what Mrs, Eddy terms “the universal 
solvent of Love” (Science and Health, 
p. 242), that which has concealed 
one's true selfhood disappears, The | 
period necessary to complete the re- 
Storative process depends upon the 
tenacity of the obscuring errors, pon 
our recognition of them as spurious, 
and our willingness to relinquish | 
them, 

Christian Science is a revelation 
from God, It is an exact, demon- 
strabie science as well as a practical, 
satisfying, livable religion, Christian 
Science is easily comprehensible to | 
human thought, and it is applicable 
to every human need, 

Every farmer and horticulturtst ts 
familiar with @ condition of the soil 
known as hardpan, The soi! itself is 
fertile and productive, but has lain 
fallow so long and has become so 
pecked and hardened that neither 
roots nor moisture can penetrate it. 
To overcome this condition dynamite 
is used because the force of exploding 
dynemite is general in its direction 
and even @ small charge will shatter 
the ground over a considerable area. 

When tlie ground is thus transform- 
ed into a state of receptivity, air, 
water, and tiny roots easily find their 
way, and growth and productivencess 
follow.

Now I would not have you conclude, 
however, from anything I have said 
that Christian Science will do all 
these things for you without a con- 
sclentious effort on your part, Chris- 
tian Selence is not a subject we can 
hope to master in a practical degree 
by occasional resort to its ministra- 
tions. Nor is there any vicarious 
atonement provided for in the teach 
ings of Christian Science. We can-| 
not work out our salvation by proxy 
nor can one carry another into the 
kingdom through his thifking, Each 
individual must sooner or later face 
his problems squarely for himself, No 
one can do another's thinking. 

Christian BSeience is a religion of 
individual thinking or mental /ffort, 
individual activity, individual respon- 
siblty, It rests, then, with each 
individual to determine for himself 
the extent to which he expects to 
benefit by the blessings of obedience 
to a divine decree or demand, These 
blessings consist In part of a growing | 
love for God and our fellow man, a 
better understanding of God and of 
man’s eternal oneness with Him; 
which is followed by the gradual un- 
foldment of man's God-bestowed 
capacity, efficiency, and ability to

training of officers, who stand ready 
ab all tmes to officer the drafts 

Not the least interesting of Gen 
Rowan'’s varied experiences is his 
work with regard to prohibition en- 
forcement, Referring to this, he out- 
lined the growth of the “dry” force 
which, he said, was at first composed 
mainly of ex-saloon men and police- 
men, the government being of the 
opinion that these individuals, having 
had past experience with the hand- 
ling of Liquor, were well-fitted for the 
task, 

GRAFT APPEARS
